Incidentally, it is merely a design matter to use a tone as a notification sound.

The invention set forth in claim 10 should not be granted a patent under the same 
reasons as set forth above, since only an object to be protected by the invention is 
changed from a " telephone terminal" set forth in claims 1-9 to a "program" for 
executing functions thereof.
